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Sightings of lionfish around the Caribbean 


Most diving enthusiasts have 
been made aware over the past 
five years of a beautiful to be¬ 
hold but serious threat to deli¬ 
cate reef systems throughout 
the Caribbean: the invasion of 
Peterois Volitan, the common 
Indo-Pacific Lionfish. Scien¬ 
tists speculate as to why this 
voracious predator was first 
spotted off the Florida as far 
back as 1985; most believe it is 
due to fish collectors letting 
them out to sea once they be¬ 
come too large for their tanks 
or possibly have devoured all 
their other fish. It is also be¬ 
lieved Hurricane Andrew con¬ 
tributed by destroying homes 
with fish tanks housing the li¬ 
onfish and thus releasing them 
into ecosystem. 

Whatever the cause, this 
species of lionfish native to the 
Indo Pacific, where there is a 
natural control of the popula¬ 
tion, is thriving and domina¬ 
ting Atlantic and Caribbean 
waters and reef environments. 
Last year, they were spotted in 
Aruba, which is a cause of 
great concern for local marine 
biologists. 

On Friday, August 13, The 


Hadicuari Fishing Center con¬ 
ducted a lecture by Adeljean 
L.F.C. Ho of Aruba, who gra¬ 
duated Magna Cum Laude 
from Roger Williams Univer¬ 
sity in 2008 and obtain his 
Masters Summa Cum Laude 
from the Florida Institute of 
Technology. Presently he is 
working for his doctorate in 
Marine Biology from FIT. 
Adeljean explained the life 
cycle of the Peterois Volitan 
and why it is such a treat to the 
local marine environment. 

The Common Lionfish is a 
voracious creature, and figures 
have shown that a single lion¬ 
fish is capable of reducing the 
existing fish population of a 
reef where they have establish 
territory by 2/3 to 80%, within 
a year. Lionfish are also very 
cunning hunters, often pursu¬ 
ing their prey in pairs or packs, 
herding fleeing fish towards 
each other so they cannot es¬ 
cape. 

A pair of lionfish repro¬ 
duces at a prodigious rate; 
those having taken up resi¬ 
dence in the Atlantic will 
spawn clusters of eggs for 3 
months out of the year, when

waters are warm. Since the 
water temperature in the 
Caribbean is always high, 
those that have spread to local 
waters will reproduce all year 
round, with the capability of 
releasing 2 million fertilized 
eggs into the sea, annually. 
Within 24 hours the larvae 
hatch, and within 20 to 35 days 
the young lionfish have ma¬ 
tured sufficiently to return to 
the reef where they were 
spawned, or be carried by cur¬ 
rents to invade new environ¬ 
ments. 

Dr. Byron Boekhoudt of the 
Centro di Pisca Hadicurari re¬ 
ports 20 sightings around 
Aruba’s dive sites; it is be¬ 
lieved there have been many 
more, but often divers are not 
concerned or taking the time to 
report where the lionfish was 
seen “because they thought it 
was just too beautiful to be a 
threat.” 

It is well known lionfish are 
venomous; the venom injected 
from their fins can be quite 
painful and particularly harm¬ 
ful to those who are allergic. 

However, the lionfish is 
NOT poisonous to ingest, and 
Adeljean reported they are 
quite good eating

must declare everything 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Customs Department wishes 
to announce to all persons 
going abroad and probably 
doing their shopping there to 
keep in mind the tax exon¬ 
eration of import duty and 
consumption travelers has to 
right to. 

In the Ordinance of Im¬ 
port, Export and Transit is 
written that a traveler has the 
right to import the following 
merchandise free of Import 
tax and / or excise: 

Merchandise with an in¬ 
voice valued at Afls. 400; 1 
liter of alcohol such as rum or 
whisky, or 2.25 liter of wine, 
or 3 liters of beer; 200 ciga¬ 
rettes of 25 cigars (less than 
3 grams) or 250 grams of to¬ 
bacco. 

To qualify for the above 
mentioned exoneration a 
traveler must comply with 


the following condition: 

• The passenger must 
be 16 years or older 

• The merchandise 
must be for personal use 

The Customs Department 
reminds everyone that there 
is no exoneration on mer¬ 
chandise destined for com¬ 
mercial use with an invoice 
value of Afls. 400 or more. 
For example, if a person buys

With an invoice value of 
Afls 475, he must pay import 
tax on the invoice value of 
Afls 475 plus freight and in¬ 
surance. The import tax ex¬ 
oneration on Afls 400 will 
not be discounted from the 
Afls 475 value. 

Travelers must also keep 
in mind when paying income 
tax that the Customs Depart- 


The obligatory dec¬ 
laration will be amplified. 

Up to June 30 2010, all 
persons entering or leaving 
Aruba, or on transit, with 
more than Afls 20,000 in cash 
must declare the money at the 
Customs Services.

These are ne¬ 
gotiable valuable papers 
which represent cash money, 
i.e. checks, prepaid gift cards 
and shares in the person’s 
name. ATM or credit cards are 
not obligatory to declare be¬ 
cause the owner is the only au¬ 
thorized person to use it. 

Persons carrying cash of 
other monetary means must 
declare this at the Customs 
Service officer present at the 
airport, harbor or post office.

HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - A 
new batch of six Cuban politi¬ 
cal prisoners is ready to be re¬ 
leased and sent to Spain having 
undergone medical tests and 
filled out the necessary paper¬ 
work, friends and family said 
yesterday. 

Relatives of the dissidents 
planning to travel to Spain 
with them said the prisoners 
had received medical examina¬ 
tions and their travel clothes on 
Saturday. 

"We are ready at any mo¬ 
ment to travel, with God's 
help," Catalina Cano, the aunt 
of the of the dissidents who 
plans to travel with him, told 
AFP.

When my grandmother was a 
teenager growing up on Aruba, 
life was certainly very diffe¬ 
rent than today. She told me 
stories of Shabururi, where 
there are some fantastic rock 
formations hidden away in the 
mondi, and how everyone 
came from miles around to 
gather and wash their clothes 
every week. 

It was a big part of the so¬ 
cial life-for the women espe¬ 
cially. The water would collect 
in a big bowl formed by the 
rock formations, and here the 
women would scrub their 
clothes on the stones and then 
lay them out on the cactus to 
dry. They would bathe and 
catch up on local gossip; it was 
a fun time for all the family. 

Some came from far with 
piles of clothes (they had really 
big families then, and their 
labor would make their clothes 
very dirty), using donkey 
drawn carts. This is when my 
Grandmama, who has been 
gone now for 15 years and 
died at the age of 90, was only 
a teenager, and no one ever 
heard of a washing machine. 

I like to wear a full skirt 
when I go out into the mondi 
as my grandmother and her 
friends did. It makes me feel 
like them, climbing over the 
rocks in my bare feet. I think it 
must have been difficult and 
hot in the outfits they wore; the 
muslin was very stiff com¬ 
pared to what we wear today. 

Still, they would come, 
huge numbers of people, into 
this area which today is all 
overgrown and fenced off. It 
was the social center of their

week, making the work enjoy¬ 
able, and then when the clothes 
were dry, they would fold them 
carefully carry them back 
home, many of the women 
without carts carrying the bas¬ 
kets of clean clothes on their 
heads. Still today, I think of my 
Grandmama and try to imagine 
her that way. 

Editor’s note: “Ban 
Kairo” is Papiamento for 
“let’s go tripping in the 
cunucu!” Madi conducts her 
tours seven days a week in a 
single range rover type all 
terrain vehicle. She takes a 
max of nine passengers, and 
offers trips to the Natural 
Pool and other areas of 
Aruba that can only be 
reached with a sturdy 4x4 
and, most importantly, a 
knowledgeable guide who 
know their way. She conge¬ 
nially shares her anecdotes 
and vast inventory of island 
factoids.

The Bahamas, 
which has greatly 
suffered from the 
lionfish invasion, 
retaliated by estab¬ 
lishing fishing 
competitions di¬ 
rected at the 
species and several 
restaurants carry it 
on their menu. Of¬ 
ficials here are 
considering such actions; Fri¬ 
day’s lecture was aimed at 
local fisherman, to encourage 
them to pursue lionfish, with 
instructions on how to catch 
them safely. Capturing lion¬ 
fish is actually quite easy as 
they appear to have ab¬ 
solutely no fear of man, 
which would appear as a 
large predator, as is normally 
witnessed with most species. 

Adeljean admitted that sci¬ 
entist believe that eradication 
of the lionfish is unlikely; the 
object now is control and 
preservation of the local reef 
and fish species. Lionfish 
have been found as far north 
as Rhode Island and are 
firmly established around the 
waters of Colombia. The 
Centro di Pisca Hadicurari 


has distributed forms to all 
dive operators, asking any 
who have sighted lionfish 
during their dives to fill in and 
submit the information. Loca¬ 
tion, time and depth are all 
very important facts which 
must be noted when reporting 
a sighting; the center asks that 
divers and snorkelers to do 
their part in helping Aruba to 
control this menace to the 
local marine environment. 
The center’s offices are lo¬ 
cated on the second level be¬ 
tween MooMba Beach Bar 
and the Marriott Surf Club; 
inquiries and assistance are 
welcome. Call tel. 586-6610 
and ask for Francisco 
Franken.

If a 
celebrity stops by Facebook, 
the company introduces a 
new product, or hosts a spe¬ 
cial event, staffers will be 
Facebook Live with more de¬ 
tails, the company said. 

The service will kick off 
Friday with an appearance by 
’’Ugly Betty” star America 
Ferrera. She will stop by 


Facebook to discuss her new 
movie ’’The Dry Land,” 
which is being promoted via 
social media channels like 
Facebook rather than tradi¬ 
tional media. Her interview 
will air live starting at 6pm 
Eastern time. 

Facebook Live will in¬ 
clude an ”Ask a Question” 
feature, which will let view¬ 
ers submit questions to a 
moderator. A Live Feed fea¬ 
ture lets users update their 
status with Facebook Live in¬ 
formation. The offering is 
also an app that can be added 
as a Facebook tab to any 
Page, where videos will 
stream live. Videos can also 
be archived and distributed as 
future reference materials. 


Robot to Expose Hidden Secrets 
of the Pyramids 


Following in the footsteps of 
Howard Carter and Abbot 
and Costello, a specialized 
robot will penetrate deeper 
into the Great Pyramid of 
Giza than ever before. The 
robot, part of a years-long ex¬ 
ploration called the Djedi 
Project, will explore a shaft 
inaccessible to a previous 
robot, unlocking a room that 
has remain sealed for 4,500 
years. 

The robot explorer, built 
by researchers at the Leeds 
University, England, in col¬ 
laboration with French avia¬ 
tion company Dessault and 
British robotics company 
Scoutek, will incorporate a 
small fiber optic camera for 
looking around corners, an 
ultrasonic probe for testing 
the quality of the rock and a 
releasable mini-robot that can 
fit through spaces as small as 
0.7 inches in diameter. 

Additionally, the robot 


uses special nylon and carbon 
fiber wheels that won’t deface 
the pyramid's sensitive rock. 

"All the robots were de¬ 
signed from scratch to do as 
little damage to the shafts as 
possible,” Shaun Whitehead, 
Systems engineer and mis¬ 
sion manager, told Tech- 
NewsDaily. "The previous 
robots both used tracks that 
scrubbed away at the floor 
and ceiling as they moved. 
We use soft brace pads to grip 
the walls, like an inchworm 
or the technique that rock 
climbers use for ascending 
’chimneys.’ The wheels don’t 
need to grip, they need to slip 
as much as possible.” 

Whitehead designed the 
robot so that the team could 
easily swap out different 
components, depending on 
what they find down the 
shaft. To create the different 
components, Whitehead and 
his team used 3-D software 


provided by Dessault, and 
then ’’printed” out the parts 
on a 3-D fabricator at Leeds 
University. 

The robot will travel down 
a shaft located in the tomb of 
the Queen. Unlike the King's 
tomb, where shafts lead to the 
outside of the Great Pyramid 
so his soul could escape into 
the afterlife, the shafts lead¬ 
ing from the Queen's tomb 
borrow deeper into the pyra¬ 
mid. 

This is the third time a 
robot has tried to find the end 
of the Queen's tomb shaft. 
The first expedition found 
that a giant stone door 
blocked the tunnel, and the 
second robot discovered an¬ 
other door behind that one. 
With its microbot and drill, 
the Leeds University re¬ 
searchers designed this new 
robot specifically to breach 
those obstacles.

US agency approves 'five' 
day-after* contraceptive 
pill 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US regulatory agency on Fri¬ 
day approved an emergency 
contraceptive pill that can 
prevent pregnancy if taken up 
to five days after unprotected 
sex. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration said it granted 
approval for the drug, called 
ella, after two phase III clini¬ 
cal trials that ’’provided com¬ 
pelling data on efficacy and 
sufficient information on 
safety.” 

The drug, manufactured 
by French firm HRA Pharma, 
successfully ’’prevents preg¬ 
nancy when taken orally 
within 120 hours (five days) 
after a contraceptive failure 
or unprotected intercourse,” 
the FDA said in a statement. 



the agency added. 

The drug works by inhibit¬ 
ing or delaying ovulation, 
and has side effects similar to 
other emergency contracep¬ 
tives already on the market, 
such as Plan B, which pre¬ 
vents pregnancy if taken 
within 72 hours after inter¬ 
course. 

The drug’s approval fol¬ 
lowed a positive recommen¬ 
dation by an FDA advisory 
committee on June 17. 

The drug has been avail¬ 
able in Europe since May 
2009, under the name el- 
laOne, and will be distributed 
into the United States by 
New Jersey-based Watson 
Pharma Inc. 


Australia corals to light 
up cancer cure fight 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
scientists have discovered a 
cluster of brilliant shallow- 
water corals that could help 
in the search for anti-cancer 
drugs and to understand 
global warming, a researcher 
said Saturday. 

The vividly fluorescent 
cluster was found in waters 
off Lord Howe Island, 600 
kilometres (400 miles) east of 
the Australian mainland, with 
some displaying rich reds 
that were difficult to find and 
in high demand for studies of 
cancer cells, researcher Anya 
Salih said. 

’’The underwater but¬ 
tresses and caverns are 
densely inhabited by hun¬ 
dreds of corals, all deeply 
pigmented by the most in¬ 
tense green, blue and many 
with red fluorescence,” she 
said. 

Salih said she had never 
seen such an abundance of 
highly red fluorescent corals, 
nor such an extraordinarily 
vibrant site. 


”We are using these pig¬ 
ments to light up the work¬ 
ings of living cells and to 
study what goes wrong in 
cancer cells,” said Salih, from 
the University of Western 
Sydney. 

The gene producing the 
particular pigment — red, 
green, blue or yellow — 
would be attached to a mole¬ 
cule in both healthy and can¬ 
cerous cells, and would 
enable scientists to track cell 
growth and change using a 
special fluorescent-sensitive 
laser microscope. 

Salih is working with sci¬ 
entists from the University of 
California to explore how 
cancer cells differ from nor¬ 
mal cells and how effective 
anti-cancer drugs are. She 
said red pigments were espe¬ 
cially valuable because they 
allowed researchers to see 
deeper into tissues. 

’’These fluorescent mole¬ 
cules are transforming cell 
science and biomedical re¬ 
search,” said Salih.

India outsourcers angered by US job 
visa hike 


NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
India's flagship outsourcing in¬ 
dustry reacted angrily Saturday 
to a new US law that tightens 
security at the Mexico border 
with measures paid for by 
steep hikes in work visa fees. 

The 600-million-dollar 
measure, signed into law Fri¬ 
day by US President Barack 
Obama, will sharply increase 
visa fees for some information 
technology workers entering 
the United States. 

"The US government has a 
legitimate right and critically 
important responsibility to pro¬ 
tect its borders but foreign com¬ 
panies should not be asked to 


bear the cost," said the National 
Association of Software and 
Services Companies (NASS- 
COM), which represents India's 
leading software exporters. 

"Any new fees should have 
been required of any firms 
using the programs. This 
would have been fair and equi¬ 
table and would not have dis¬ 
criminated against any sector," 
NASSCOM president Som 
Mittal said in an emailed state¬ 
ment. 

The new law nearly doubles 
fees on visas for skilled work¬ 
ers brought in by companies 
whose employees are more 
than 50 percent foreign, a move

Naturally the letter is a little 
longer, but for this brief tip, 
you get the general idea. 

Now I thought where else 
can I create more customers 
and where might they come 
from. 

Answer: New births. 

That’s right! Most busi¬ 
nesses miss the opportunity of 
new births in their neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Any Business. I don’t care 
if you’re a Pizza place, Doctor, 
Dentist, etc., can use this con¬ 


cept to create more new cus¬ 
tomers. 

Anyway, the letter went like 
this. 

Dear Mr. And Mrs. 

I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to congratulate you 
on the birth of your son, Brian. 

As you know the years go 
by very quickly and before you 
know it Brian, will be of col¬ 
lege age. 

Realizing this, I would like 
to take this opportunity to tell 
you that we have started Brian 
with a savings account for his 
college education. 

We have started this ac¬ 
count with $25. 

In order to complete the 
necessary forms, we will need 
you to come to our bank and 
give us the necessary informa¬ 
tion.

that largely affects India's IT 
and outsourcing industries. 

US high-tech firms such as 
Microsoft, which bring skilled 
immigrants into the United 
States on the same visas, 
would not be hit by the bill as 
the vast majority of their work¬ 
force is American. 

NASSCOM has warned 
that the measures will boost 
annual US visa costs for the 
outsourcing industry by 200- 
250 million dollars annually. 

But the 50-billion-dollar in¬ 
dustry also sends skilled wor¬ 
kers to the United States to 
develop software and direct 
projects for US clients. 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - A 
ban on Russian grain exports 
ordered by Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin came into force 
yesterday, with the govern¬ 
ment battling to keep down 
prices of basic foodstuffs amid 
a record drought. 

According to a government 
decree signed by Putin on Au¬ 
gust 5, the ban will extend 
from August 15 up until De¬ 
cember 31, although the po¬ 
werful premier has indicated it 
may even extend beyond that 
date if the harvest is bad. 

Russia, the world's number 
three wheat exporter last year, 
has already warned that its 
grain harvest this year will be 


just 60-65 million tons, com¬ 
pared to 97 million tons in 
2009. 

The drought amid the worst 
ever heatwave in Russia's his¬ 
tory has ruined one quarter of 
the country's crops, according 
to President Dmitry Medvedev. 

The export ban is aimed at 
keeping the Russian domestic 
market well supplied with 
grain to prevent sharp rises in 
prices. 

The export ban includes 
wheat; a mixture of wheat and 
rye known as meslin; barley; 
rye; com and wheat flour, ac¬ 
cording to the August 5 gov¬ 
ernment decree.

Pacific villagers await their god: 
Britain’s Prince Philip

YAOHNANEN, Vanuatu 
(AFP) - Sitting in an ancient 
banyan tree in his remote vil¬ 
lage in Vanuatu, tribesman 
Sikor Natuan cradles a faded 
portrait of Britain's Prince 
Philip against his naked and 
tattooed chest. 

Natuan, who just weeks 
before danced and feasted to 
mark the royal's 89th birth¬ 
day, is already preparing for 
next year's celebrations — and 
he is expecting the guest of 
honour to attend, despite his 
advanced age. 

For in the South Pacific 
village of Yaohnanen on Van¬ 
uatu's Tanna island, where 
men wear nothing but grass 
penis sheaths, and marijuana 
and tobacco grow wild, 
Prince Philip is worshipped 
as a god. 

"Philip is one of the 
strongest beliefs," for the vil¬ 
lage, Natuan tells AFP 
through a local interpreter. 


"Since Philip left this place to 
go to England he is still 
young. His voice is still 
young but the body is old." 

Don’t try telling Natuan 
that Prince Philip has never 
set foot in Yaohnanen, a 
grouping of grass huts deep 
in Tanna's interior and 
reached by a bone-jarring car 
ride down a track lined with 
banyan trees as wide as 
houses. 

To them, Prince Philip is 
from Tanna. They believe 
that the Greek-born husband 
of Queen Elizabeth II is a de¬ 
scended of a male being who 
emerged from the sacred 
mountain of Tukosmera, 
which overlooks the village. 

"When Philip was a little 
child, all our grandfathers on 
the island of Tanna told him 
he would be the ruler for the 
whole world," Natuan ex¬ 
plains. 

"We believe this, that 


Philip heard that there was a 
queen in England. She was 
ready to make him king and 
so he decided to go and see 
the queen." 

The villagers, who come 
from a nation where magic 
and witchcraft are still ac¬ 
cepted, are firm in their belief 
that Philip will one day return 
to the lush volcanic islands, 
bringing with him wild sex¬ 
ual celebrations and an end to 
death and illness. 

Some legends tie him to 
the island's erupting volcano 
on Mount Yasur. 

The locals believe "Philip 
will come when the paw paw 
is ready", meaning around his 
birthday in June, when the 
fruit ripens. 

British officials investigat¬ 
ing the movement in the late 
1970s found that villagers 
could have focused on the 
Duke of Edinburgh because 
he visited the country in 
1971, when it was known as 
the New Hebrides, and 
matched an age-old legend of 
a returning son who had pale 
skin. 

Upon learning that he was 
not born in England, France 
or the United States, they 
may have decided that Philip 
must, therefore, be from 
Tanna. 

Sikor Natuan, who is 
about 38, learned what he 
knows about the prince be¬ 
cause he "always laid on the 
shoulder of my grandfather", 
the late chief Jack Naiva, and 
listened to his stories. 

The children of Yaohna¬ 
nen, where there is no run¬ 
ning water or electricity and 
illiterate adults live among 
pigs, emaciated dogs and 
roosters scrambling for food, 
know the legend too. 

"We've taught them to 
know Philip," Natuan, who 
has four children of his own, 
said. "They know Philip in 
the picture. And they hope 
that some day they are going 
to see Philip."

Olympics must move with 
the times, says Coe 


LONDON (AFP) - Liverpool 
and Arsenal shared the points 
in the English Premier 
League's first heavyweight 
clash of the season on a 
weekend which saw champi¬ 
ons Chelsea hand promoted 
West Brom a six-goal thrash¬ 
ing. 

Liverpool, with new man¬ 
ager Roy Hodgson at the 
helm for his first league out¬ 
ing at Anfield, shrugged off 
the sending-off of Joe Cole at 
the end of the first half to take 
a 46th-minute lead through 
French striker David Ngog. 

But an embarrassing, last- 
minute blunder by Liverpool 
goalkeeper Pepe Reina, who 
spilled the ball over his own 
line, allowed Arsenal to leave 
with a point in a 1-1 draw. 

Arsene Wenger's men also 
finished with 10 men after 
French defender Laurent Ko- 
scielny, who had been the 
victim of Cole's red-card 
lunge, was dismissed in in¬ 
jury time for handball. 

On Saturday, Didier 
Drogba scored a hat-trick as 
Chelsea began the defence of 
the English Premier League 
title with a crushing 6-0 vic¬ 
tory over West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion at Stamford Bridge. 

Victory left Chelsea on top 
of the table after an opening 
day that saw Blackpool mark 
their first top-flight match in 
39 years with a shock 4-0 win 
away to Wigan. 

Florent Malouda, who 


ended the goal spree in the 
90th minute, started Chelsea's 
rout with a sixth-minute goal 
after Baggies keeper Scott 
Carson spilled Drogba's tame 
free-kick. 

Chelsea doubled their lead 
in the 45th minute when 
Drogba scored a free-kick 
from 25 yards against a West 
Brom side managed by for¬ 
mer Blues midfielder 
Roberto di Matteo. 

Ten minutes after the 
break, Drogba made it 3-0 
when he forced home from 
close range after John Terry's 
goalbound header from a cor¬ 
ner was cleared. 

England midfielder Frank 
Lampard added a fourth goal 
in the 63rd minute after good 
work by Nicolas Anelka and 
Ashley Cole. 

Ivory Coast striker 
Drogba, who ended the last 
Premier League season with 
a hat-trick against Wigan, 
completed his treble five 
minutes later with the aid of 
a shot deflected off Gabriel 
Tamas. 

"I am very happy because 
we played a good game, we 
showed good football," said 
Chelsea manager Carlo An- 
celotti, whose side came into 
this game on the back of a 
Community Shield final loss 
to Manchester United. 

Blackpool, promoted via 
the playoffs, have been 
widely tipped to go straight 
back down, but the Tanger¬ 


ines were 3-0 up before half¬ 
time, with former Villa striker 
Marlon Harewood scoring 
twice. 

They went ahead in the 
16th minute at Wigan's DW 
Stadium when Charlie Adam 
played in Harewood, whose 
cross was tapped in by Gary 
Taylor-Fletcher. 

Harewood then held off 
Antolin Alcaraz, before beat¬ 
ing Chris Kirkland from 
more than 20 yards for his 
first Premier League goal in 
two-and-a-half-years. 

Two minutes before the 
break, Harewood tapped in 
after Elliot Grandin's shot 
was parried. 

Then, 15 minutes before 
full-time, Alex Baptiste made 
it 4-0 when his cross beat 
Kirkland at the goalkeeper's 
near post. 

Aston Villa showed there 
was life after Martin O'Neill 
with a 3-0 win at home to 
West Ham just days after 
their former manager's resig¬ 
nation. 

England goalkeeper 
Robert Green, playing his 
first senior match since his 
World Cup blunder, helped 
give Villa a 15th minute lead 
when his poor punch ulti¬ 
mately led to a goal from 
Stewart Downing. 

Villa made it 2-0 when 
Stiliyan Petrov headed in five 
minutes before half-time. 

And in what could be a 
parting gift to Villa fans, be¬ 
fore his possible transfer to 
Manchester City, England 
midfielder James Milner 
made it 3-0 after shooting 
powerfully from Albrighton's 
cut back in the 66th minute. 

England goalkeeper Joe 
Hart — chosen by Roberto 
Mancini ahead of Shay Given 
— produced several fine saves 
to help big-spenders Man¬ 
chester City secure a point in 
a goalless draw at Tottenham. 

But Everton's United 
States goalkeeper Tim 
Howard gifted hosts Black¬ 
burn a 14th minute winner in 
a 1-0 victory when he some¬ 
how dropped a cross into the 
path of Nikola Kalinic, who 
duly scored. 

Birmingham came from 2- 
0 down to draw 2-2 against 
10-man Sunderland while 
Wolves beat Stoke 2-1 after 
Kenwyne Jones, Stoke's club 
record eight million signing, 
limped off injured after just 
14 minutes at Molineux. 

Bolton and Fulham shared 
the points in a goalless draw. 

Manchester United, last 
season's runners-up, face pro¬ 
moted Newcastle at Old Traf- 
ford on Monday. 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Lon¬ 
don 2012 chief Sebastian Coe 
on Sunday urged the Olympic 
movement to move with the 
times and not be afraid to in¬ 
novate. 

Coe, in Singapore for the 
inaugural Youth Olympics, 
said it was imperative to help 
capture the imagination of 
new generations. 

"It's absolutely essential 
that you move with the times 
and understand that young 
people are in a very different 
space to where they were 
even five years ago," he said. 

At the Youth Olympics, 
3,600 athletes aged 14 to 18 
are competing in the tradi¬ 
tional 26 Olympic sports, but 
with a twist. 

Some sports have been 
adapted to appeal to a 
younger audience with street 
basketball being played, 
triathlon with mixed gender 
teams and relay races in the 
swimming pool. 

International Olympic 
Committee president Jacques 
Rogge on Saturday said that 
if they proved successful in 
Singapore, the changes could 
be included at future full¬ 
blown Olympics as early as 
Rio in 2016. 

Coe said he was in full 
agreement with Rogge. 

"It's about the action, 
event flow, about bringing 
young people into a venue 
who want to come back in 
again or take up that sport," 
he said. 

"You can only do that by 
innovating and I think the 
president is quite right. 

"You've seen it at the Win¬ 
ter Games, where sports that 
most young people hadn't 
even thought about until they 
watched them on television in 
Vancouver this year, and now 
they are suddenly on their 
landscape. 

"If those sports and those 
innovations prove to be suc¬ 
cessful and energise the 
Games, then yes, we should 
look at trying them in the 
full-blown Games." 


Coe is in Singapore prima¬ 
rily to support the British 
team, but also to tap into 
youth culture with the Lon¬ 
don Olympics less than two 
years away. 

He said he wished some¬ 
thing like the Youth Games 
had been around when he 
was young. 

"I started running when I 
was 12 and it was not until I 
was 23 that I experienced an 
Olympics," he said. 

"To have had the opportu¬ 
nity at the mid-point of that 
process to come into this en¬ 
vironment and learn how to 
live with the pressures, man¬ 
age my time, would have 
been very, very helpful. 

"I would have understood 
more about myself and the 
mental strains that you are 
put under when you get to the 
top level," added Coe, the 
1500m Olympic gold medal 
winner in 1980 and 1984. 

Coe has made it clear that 
the London Olympics will 
unashamedly be targeted at 
getting young people into 
sport, and he had nothing but 
praise for the Youth Olympics 
concept, something Rogge 
has championed for years.

Dutch want to host Youth Olympics 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - 
Japan's Yuka Sato wrote her 
name in the history books on 
Sunday by becoming the first 
gold medal winner of the in¬ 
augural Youth Olympic 
Games when she won the 
triathlon. 

The 18-year-old tri¬ 
umphed in Singapore with a 
commanding display ahead 
of Australia's Elbe Salthouse 
and Kelly Whitley of the 
United States. 

Sato was one of the 
favourites as the only triath¬ 
lete in the field to clock a top- 
10 finish at last year's World 
Junior Championships. 

She lived up to expecta¬ 
tions in the 750-metre swim, 
20-kilometre bike ride and 5- 
kilometre run discipline, 
eventually winning in 1 hour 


49.69 seconds. 

"I made it," said an ec¬ 
static Sato. "I knew this 
would be the first contest in 
the Youth Olympic Games, 
which really got me moti¬ 
vated to go for gold. I really 
wanted to drive Team Japan. 

"I thought I was dream¬ 
ing," she added about stand¬ 
ing on the podium. 

While Sato was celebrat¬ 
ing, South Korea's Kim Hee- 
Sun was under observation in 
hospital after a nasty crash in 
the cycling leg. 

Kim collided with Puerto 
Rico's Cristina Luizzet Be¬ 
tancourt de Leon on a sharp 
bend and after being carried 
from the track on a stretcher 
was taken to hospital, where 
her condition was described 
as stable.

Gay, Billups lead 
US NBA stars in 
rout of France 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Rudy 
Gay scored 19 points and 
Chauncey Billups added 17 to 
spark the United States past 
France 86-55 on Sunday in an 
exhibition game for both 
teams ahead of the World Bas¬ 
ketball Championships. 

Gay sank 7-of-12 from the 
field while 13-year NBA vet¬ 
eran Billups, a leader on a 
young US lineup as well as 
captain for the NBA's Denver 
Nuggets, went 5-of-9 from the 
field and 3-of-6 from 3-point 
range in 15 minutes on the 
court. 

The Americans led 39-30 at 
half-time, went 10-of-16 from 
the field in the third quarter to 
boost their edge to 64-46 and 
stretched the margin even 
more until the final whistle. 

The US team departs Mon¬ 
day for Madrid and a four-day 
training camp that starts Tues¬ 
day ahead of exhibition games 
against Lithuania, Spain and 
Greece before they open the 
world tournament in Turkey 
against Croatia on August 28. 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands is aiming to host a 
future Youth Olympic Games, 
possibly in 2018 or 2022, Dutch 
International Olympic Commit¬ 
tee member Prince Willem- 
Alexander said on Sunday. 

But a decision will only be 
made once they know whether 
they are successful or not in 
their joint bid with Belgium to 
host the World Cup in 2018. 


"It's something that our Na¬ 
tional Olympic Committee is 
looking at and it's the reason 
I'm here," said the prince, re¬ 
ferring to the Youth Olympics, 
whose inaugural edition was 
officially opened in Singapore 
on Saturday. 

"I hope we win the (bid to 
host the) football World Cup 
but if not, this could be an in¬ 
teresting option."
